To- 
day. 37% of our subscribers are OUTSIDE the state of Texas! 

In January, 1957, the Magazine became the Official Publication 
of the American Association of Sheriffs Posses and Riding Clubs. with 
200-odd clubs throuhout the country, and the TEXAS HORSEMAN 
followed them all. Gene Holder and Johnny Baker attracted subscribers 
of Appaloosa enthusiasts from Florida right across the country up to 
Montana. Texas Palomino Exhibitors Assn. news by Mrs. Joe Drum- 
mond drew in many an out-of-state Palomino horse lover and Maxine 
Merchant's articles or Morgans in the Southwest is doing the same 
thing. The Race Horse Club is spreading outside of Texas, as you'll 
note in this issue, and Quarter Horses are all over the map. 

In fact, “Texas” seems to be covering a whale of a lot of territory 
these days. There have been suggestions that we change the Magazine's 
name to one more-inclusive. less restrictive. But the overwhelming de- 
cision still remains in favor of keeping the status quo. as it did a year 
and a half ago when readers voted on this question. 

Most of them still feel akin to New York City subscriber May Mason 
who wrote at that time: “Keep the name as it is. “Texas’ means the 
glamour of bigness and greatness. the glitter of cowboy and the long, 
lon trail. 

Nevertheless. it’s a strange publication that calls itself “‘TEXAS” 
and has more subscribers in Santa Fe. New Mexico. than in Fort Worth. 
That has subscribers in every state of the Union. in Canada, in El 
Salvador in Central America, Venezuela in South America. Cuba in the 
West Indies, and even in far-away Saudi Arabia. 

To all of you: Subscribers, Contributors and Advertisers, a very 
heartfelt “Thank You” for your interest and support. Remember, all 
of us like to read about all of you, whether in the barn-lot work-out, the 
show ring. the rodeo arena, or on the over-night trail.

A few months ago we wrote 
about “Those Fabulous Quarter 
Horse Sales.” Now we're looking 
for a new adjective, for the Pine- 
hurst Sale at Fort Worth on Oc- 
tober 9 set an all-time high aver- 
age of $3434.00 per head. The 29 
horses owned by Edgar and Betty 
Brown of Houston brought in 
some $99,590. Buyers came from 
7 states as well as Texas. 

Top price of $10,200 was paid 
for PAULALIKA, Grand Cham- 
pion Mare at so many Texas Quar- 
ter Horse Shows this summer (see 
Pages 21-22) and was bought by 
Charles Coates of Chapel. Hill, 
Texas. $8,500 was paid by E. H. 
Mooers of Richmond, Virginia, 
for SILVER O° MINE, and the 
same price was paid by Charles 
Sutton of Eureka, Kansas, for MY 
MONA LISA. 


Other out-ofstate buyers includ- 
ed: Ed Honnen of Quincy Farms 
in Denver, Colorado; Richard B. 
Fraker of Willcox, Arizona; R. Q. 
Sutherland of Kansas City, Miss- 
ouri; W. W. Turner of Ferriday 
and Paley of Lawton of Sulphur, 
both of Louisiana; and Glen 
Schwarz of Palmer and Leon 
Schwarz of Archer, both of Neb- 
raska.

The Quarter Horse Today

The Quarter Horse continued to 
make tremendous strides during 
1958. There was a decided increase 
in the number of approved shows 
throughout the country and of 
course Texas led in the number of 
shows, for Texas is the home of the 
Quartier Horse. New people by the 
score started buying, breeding and 
showing Quarter Horses this year 
and this increase in ownership is 
reflected in the steady, stable in- 
crease in the price of “good ones.” 

Observations at the auction sales 
and private sales this year seem 
to bear out what Old Timers have 
heen saying a!l along; namely, 
more and more care will be exer- 
cised by the buyers. The good 
horses sold at auction during 1958 
set higher averages than at any 
time in the history of the breed, 

Another good sign noted this 
year is the thought and time put 
into breeding better and still bet- 
ter Quarter Horses, a trend that is 
truly gratifying. More and more 
breeders are awakening to the 
fact that they must not hesitate to 
eo to much trouble and expense, 
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and often a great distance, to get 
to the stallion best suited for their 
particular mare, if they wish to 
obtain results most beneficial in 
the long run. 

The Quarter Horse is blessed 
with the 3 S’s: speed, stamina, and 
sense. That’s why he is a favorite 
with the Cowboy. You will notice 
that rodeo cowboys, who must get 
the most from their horse, are 
usually mounted on the best Quar- 
ter Horse they can afford. These 
cowboys compete not only for 
amusement; they compete for 
money, which in many cases is 
their means of livlihood. With ro- 
deos continuing to grow ever more 
popular, the Quarter Horse shares 
in this popularity, too, both from 
the participant’s and from the on- 
lookers standpoint. 


One of the fastest growing forms 
of amusement today is the Kid 
Show. So well-liked is this event, 
that one is held just about every 
weekend within driving distance 
of all our major Texas cities. As 
competition increases, the “kids” 
demand better horses; here again 
the Quarter Horse finds a new

Panhandle Trail Ride

The colorful Old West lived 
again up in the Texas Panhandle 
in the first week of October when 
35 men and their horses, with sad- 
dlebags and bedrolls, undertook a 
two-day ride through the pictur- 
esque Palo Duro Canyon. This 
trail ride was sponsored by the 
Will Rogers Range Riders of Ama- 
rillo, who hope to make it an an- 
nual affair. From the comments on 
the trail and the enthusiasm when 
the event was over, there is little 
doubt but that the next “annual” 
is already in the . . . saddle-bag! 


Everyone met with their horse 
at the Will Rogers Range Riders 
Club House and stables at 6:00 
a.m. on Friday. October 3. Horses 
were loaded on trucks and the men 
and their gear got into a chartered 
bus. We were headed for our jump- 
off point some 40 miles away. 10 
mi'es south of Claude in the Palo 
Duro Canyon. Someone pointed 
out that this was the first time he 
had ridden in a bus with spurs 
on. 


The men were from all walks of 
life: doctors, lawyers, farmers. 
ranchers. brokers and the well- 
loved veterinarian. Doc Walker, 
who reminded us all of the famed 
Old West Doc Halliday. He served 
as our camp vet and doctor and 
always had a good word for every- 
one. 


Our trail boss was Judge E. H. 
Foster of Amarillo and trail guide 
was Buddy Seewald, also of Ama- 
rillo, who is associated with the 
Harrington J. Marsh Oil Company. 


We unloaded our horses at the 
Hedgecote corrals in the bottom 
of the Palo Duro canyon. Cowboys 
were working cattle there but they 
paid little attention to us. They 
probably thought we were a bunch 
of tenderfeet, taking such a stren- 
uous ride when we did not have 
to. However, there were few ten- 
derfeet on that ride; in fact, no 
novices as far as horses were con- 
cerned. 
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After the Hedgecote Boss had 
explained which way we were to 
go and what forks in the canyon 
to take. we were off. The Judge 
and Buddy led the way, the Judge 
on his dun paint. Buddy on his 
bay. and the rest of us following 
on every kind and color of horse- 
flesh. but hardly a dud in the 
whole remuda. 


We made quite a sight. Saddle 
bags bulged with lunch and per- 
sonal gear and yellow slickers of 
Old West vintage tied to saddle

strings. Weather forecast had been 
for cold and possible rain. Hap- 
pily, this proved a false prediction, 
for it was a near-perfect weekend 
until Sunday, and then only very 
minor showers. 


We rode for about two hours up 
the canyon. very few places you 
can get out once you start, cross- 
ing Palo Duro River a dozen times. 
Sometimes we had to look for a 
crossing because of quicksand. 
We nearly had a disaster when 
Judge’s horse got in quicksand 
up over its rump. Many of us were 
taking down our ropes to pull him 
out when he lunged around and 





waited for Judge to dismount. 
Then the little dun came out of it 
just like he had it planned. He had 
been in quicksand before. Soon af- 
ter that we called for a rest, though 
we had not ridden hard enough to 
need it. Yet it was nice to stretch 
and get a bit better acquainted 
with our fellow trail riders. 

We soon mounted up and rode 
for another couple hours. Then a 
halt for lunch was called, and ev- 
eryone turned his horse loose to 
graze the lush fetlock-high grass in 
evidence all through the canyon. 
This was a very welcome stop, as 
some of us had eaten breakfast at 
1:00 a.m. and were getting a little 


lank. 


After eating the lunch we had 
brought a'ong. we lolled around in 
the grass, shooting the breeze and 
making guesses as to how far we 
had ridden and how far it was to 
camp. In fact. we almost wondered 
if Buddy and the Judge knew 
where they were going. The coun- 
try looks all alike. rock ledges on 
two sides and every creek looking 
exactly like the Palo Duro River, 
same amount of water and same 
sandy bed. 

That afternoon we passed by the 
old heacquarters of the Goodnight 
Ranch. It set back in the mouth of 
a small ravine near a little spring. 
The house and some of the out- 
huildings are still standing. Al- 
though a long way from any set- 
tlement. it sure did look like a 
good spot for the Old Days when 
protection was a must. 

Later in the afternoon we came 
upon a cattle cake house at the bot- 
tom of a high bluff. By looking 
close, you could see a dim trail up 
the side of the canyon. There was 
a wire cable stretched from the 
canyon’s top wall to its floor, where 
it was securely anchored. We were 
told it had been used to bring cake 
and salt into the canyon by means 
of a small cable car. That saved a 
lot of trips by pack mule. 

Now we found that-ours was to 
be that dim trail up that high 
bluff. By the time we reached the 
top, we had to stop to let the horses 
catch their breath. Soon we realiz- 
ed we were close to camp. Sure 
enough, just over the next couple 
hills. there it was, the only flat 
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place we had seen. It was then we 
were told we had to camp on top 
because they could not get the 


camp gear down into the canyon. 


It was a nice camp with several 
marine trucks, a large tent to eat 
in, if it should rain, huge chuck 
box and cold drinks iced down in 
garbage cans (new ones), not to 
mention the coffee hung over the 
fire pit to keep it hot for all us 
coffee hounds. 


There was hay and oats for our 
horses, and picket lines to tie them 
to. Not a tree in sight. All trees 
and stumps had long since been 
grubbed to make the grass grow 
better. We had ridden all day on 
the Hedgecote Ranch and only 
now had entered the Newton Har- 
rell spread. 


Chief camp hand in charge of 
arrangements was Sam Paige of 
Amarillo, who had done a wonder- 
ful job. Just how well he had pro- 
vided for us, we were to find out 
as time went by. Chief cook H. T. 
(Tiny) Wicker and his assistants 
were Richard Miller, Leo Kouba 
and 3 marines in charge of trans- 
portation. 


Everyone tended to their horses, 
rubbing them down and currying 
the sweat cakes from the saddle 
marks. Very few sweated else- 
where. Some fed, even though it 
was only a little after four. 


When Tiny rang the supper gong 
an hour before sunset. we got our 
plates and sat down to the best 
steak | ever ate. Seemed better 
than those $10 ones in the fanciest 
heaneries. By dark, all the dishes 
had been cleaned up. Only the 
coffee simmered on the fire. We 
sat around and told yarns and 
some played cards. 


Mr. and Mrs. Harrell, their son 
cnd daughter-in-law, came down 
to pay us a visit and Tiny, as 
though he had expected them, had 
nice. juicy steaks hidden some- 
where on the fire. They left quite 
early and soon after we turned in. 
Bedrolls of every size stretched 
all over that prairie. 

I woke during the night to find 
a horse grazing not five feet away. 
| raised up and saw that three 
more had gotten away from their 





tether and were enjoying the grass. 
I yelled at them and they took off 
for a short way to wake other 
people, as I could tell by voices in 
the night. 


Being accustomed to getting up 
at dawn, I crawled out early. Soon 
neighbors in the surrounding bed- 
rolls were also in various stages of 
waking up. The cook had evidently 
stayed up longer than us last 
night, because we had to wake 
him to get our first cup of coffee. 
After several good strong. hot 
cups, we ate a hearty breakfast of 
eggs. bacon, hot biscuits, jelly, 
butter and more biscuits. 

We rode out about 9:00 o'clock, 
going back down the same “dim” 
trail we had come up, for there 
is no other way down. The second 
day was much like the first. No un- 
usual incidents. Soon after our stop 
pent 
for lunch we rode into Palo Duro 
Park to spend the second night. 
This camp was much different. 
Here were lots of trees to tie our 
cayuses to and plenty of grass. 
Cement tables and fire places too, 
for use of park visitors during the 
season but now all deserted. It was 


like our own private park. 


Again we had delicious steaks, 
haked potatoes, salad, coffee, cokes 
or what will you have. That Tiny 


surely does put out the vittles. 
Again we were pleasantly stuffed 
and ready to turn in fairly early. 


We awakened to a slightly damp 
morning and again we had to wake 
the cook. Maybe we should have a 
special cook for that extra-early, 
extra-soothing morning coffee! 


As some of the wives were rid- 
ing out from Amarillo this Sunday 
morning, some of the men took off 
to meet them at the Park gate and 
ride back with them. They arrived 
about the time we had finished 
another good breakfast with more 
hot biscuits. 


Soon after breakfast we had 
church service. All hands mounted, 
including the preacher, who is an 
Honorary Member of the Fisher 
County Sheriff Posse of Roby-Ro- 
tan in Texas. Can’t help saying 
again how inspiring is church serv- 
ice on horseback in the open. 


One last comment about the rid- 
ers. They were all first-rate trail 
companions and I can hope noth- 
ing better than to meet them again 
on next year’s Annual Trail Ride 
in the Panhandle.

Howdy. Friends and Neighbors! 
Another month has passed and 
there have been two or three events 
of importance Appaloosa folk. 
However, I was unable to attend 
them so cannot report anything 
first hand on them. One was the 
registered Quarter Horse and Ap- 
paloosa sale of Buddy Heaton’s at 
Hugaton, Kansas. 

The other was the Big D Show 
at Dallas. In a visit with Cecil Dob- 
hins, judge at the Big D Show, | 
learned he was quite impressed 
with the quality of the horses, also 
with the management and facili- 
ties there. I feel quite sure Gene 
Holder will discuss this in his 
column. 

Since I have no shows to report 
on this month, let’s just sit down 
on our heels. whittle a stick and 
spit a little, then talk about hosses 
for a while. O.K.? 

First off, I want to tell you 
about a new horse that will soon 
come into the Appaloosa limelight. 
His name is BRIGHT EYES 
BROTHER, and that is exactly 
what he is. Now we can all talk 
about our old “Wall-eyed Braves.” 
our “Chief Biggum Rumpums” 
(ficticious names, of course). 
These names sound fine but in 
themselves mean nothing. If they 
have any ancestry at all, other 
than unknown, nobody ever heard 
of it. However, when we put prov- 
en bloodlines of the very best into 
our horses, then and only then 
does our pedigree start having 
some meaning. 

The horse mentioned above is a 
brother to the very, very famous 
Quarter mare BRIGHT EYES. He 
is as good a marked horse as any 
Appaloosa breeder would want. 
and on top of that is as good a 
piece of horse flesh as walks on 
four legs in any color. What a 
boon he can be to the Appaloosa 
breed! 

Now to get back to this proven 
ancestry. Many of you readily rec- 
ognize the name Bright Eyes. For 
you who don't, she was many 
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times Grand Champion Quarter 
mare, outstanding horse of the 
month and of the year. She held 
an AAA-plus track rating and set 
a track record on the Centennial 
Race Track in Denver. Legend has 
it that this brother of hers outran 
her as often as she outran him in 
training. Due to his color, he was, 
of course. ineligible for the track. 
However. he did win his share of 
wampum in matched and open 
races, then went on to become a 
top using horse in the fields of 
calf roping. barrel racing and so 
forth. 

Mr. Cecil Dobbins, lucky guy. 

his new owner. To my knowl- 
edge there are a a few, a very

few. other stallions comparable to 
this one in pedigree in the Appa- 
loosas. and those also are the fu- 
ture and life-line of the Appaloosa 
horse. I wish I could say “breed” 
with conviction to readers and to 
myself, but any 10-year-old school- 
boy knows it isn’t. . . yet. I do 
hope very soon to have an authen- 
tic historical account of how the 
Appaloosa color got into some of 
the founding strains of the Quarter 
Horse breed. 


Mr. L. R. Kelly dropped in to see 
our new place a couple of weeks 
ago and to tell me about the Buddy 
Heaton sale. Ke lly was quite happy 
about a colt he bought at this sale. 
The colt was sired by LITTLE 
BRITCHES K, that good Appa- 
locsa grandson of the old LEO 
horse. another pedigree of the 
very best. Mr. Kelly, most of you 
know, owns and operates the Joy 
Motel on the highway at Limon, 
Colorado. He has just completed 
a nice new barn with ee 
corrals and has issued a general 
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Nita Wales of Refugio aboard CHEE- 
TAH TH at Alice Show. Winner ist 
in Western Pleasure, both in 16-and- 
under and 17-and-over classes; Chee- 
tah TH was also runner-up High 
Point Horse. 


invitation to any Appaloosa owners 
in transit to stop and pui their 
horses up with him. Believe you 
me, he means just that. You will 
never stay any place and be treat- 
ed any nicer. for | have put my 
horses up and stayed there several 
times. Only things he asks is, that 
you look at his horses while you re 


there. Ha. ha! 


Along the same lines mentioned 
above, is that grand old friend of 
every Appaloosa owner, Mr. L. R. 
Algers of La Crosse, Kansas. He, 
too, makes the same invitation at 
his motel. He told me about losing 
his old friend OLE ROCKIN 
CHAIR. Many of you remember 
this horse and Mr. Algers in his 
Mexican costume. I knew that 
horse pretty well. In fact, I knew 
him and had ridden him some be- 
fore Mr. Alger bought him.

Poularity of the Horse 
By ROY DURIE 
of Waco, Texas 


Riding Clubs and Horse Shows, 
larze and small, are the principal 
reascns for the present popularity 
of the horse. Consider the astound- 
ing increase in registration of the 
various horse breeds in 1957 com- 
pared with ten or twelve years 
ago: 

SEVEN TIMES as many Quar- 
ter Horses were registered in 1957 
as in 1945; Shetlands had a 
TWELVE-TIME increase; Thor- 
oughbred registration doubled; 
Arabians almost tripled and Ap- 
paloosa registration was EIGH- 
TEEN TIMES that of 1947. 

Riders, breeders and buyers of 
of horses are everywhere today. 
But it wasn’t always so. With the 
coming of the automobile after 
World War I, you could hardly 
give a horse away. 

True. the Stamford Cowboy Re- 
union and Rodeo had brought out 
some horses, along with the first 
cutting horse contest. The Fort 
Worth Fat Stock Show had its few 
teams and 


wagon some reining 
contests, along with the R.C.A. 
Rodeo. That was the time when 


a good using horse brought from 
$100-$400, when there was not 
even a soap market for plugs. 

With the “30s came the depres- 
sion and we found we had time to 
play and meet our neighbors. The 
Baylor Bear Club in Waco put on 
rodeos at the old Katy baseball 
park, using state penitentiary 
stock. This was first known as the 
Central Texas Championship Ro- 
deo, later as the Bear Club Rodeo. 
They played to capacity crowds. 

The Waco Longhorn Club fol- 
lowed in 1941 to help furnish 
horses for the rodeo parade. Their 
first Baylor rodeo parade in 1936 
had 11 riders. including the two 
pulling the carriage. They were: 
Mike Pribble of Sulphur Springs; 
ees Lewis of Elkhart; Adjt. 
Gen. Bill Sterling of Austin; Aus- 
tin Doolittle of The Grove; Claud 
Oden, Mel Morris, Roy Durie, Ida 
Marie Crews, Chief of Police 
Woody Zachry, Martin Owen and 
John Fox. 
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Activities like these began to 
spread over the state and then over 
nation. In the last 10 years saddle 
clubs, sheriffs horse 
shows have sprung up in every 
conceivable corner of the country. 
Finally came the T-V Westerns, 
with their tight-lipped noble heroes 
and their galloping horses.

Today the horse has reached a 
height of popularity he has not 
had for 50 years. Riding Clubs and 
Horse Shows are the backbone, 
the foundation of that popularity. 
Now let’s keep it that way. 

We need the constant support 
and active participation of every 
one of you at these Horse Shows. 
Don’t leave to a few club members 
all the work of putting on your 
Horse Shows. rodeos and _ trail 
rides. Be active in your club. 

If you good people are really in- 
terested in seeing that the horse 
retains his popularity, pay up ALL 
YOUR BACK DUES to the Club 
and keep those dues up to date. 
Solicit support from the many ty- 
coon horsemen only too glad to 
come into your club. Many will 
even give financial help. 


1959 will be a big year; in fact, 
probably the biggest of all times. 
At every horse sale these past 10 
months, the horse price has gone 
up. Last month’s Pinehurst sale in 
Fort Worth showed a $3.434.00 
average. Yet these prices can and 
will diminish if interest in horses 
goes down. Best way to keep up 


that present enthusiasm for horses, 
is for Horse Clubs to keep up put- 
ting on Horse Shows. If horse 
clubs fail to put on horse shows, 
interest in horses is sure to dimin- 
ish.

Enough to pay our lights 
and installment on facilities, plus 
interest. Often we must listen to 
complaints about the “blind” 
judge, the dusty arena, not enough 
seats. poor lights and the terrible 
parking problem. 


If you have fallen by the way- 
side, I say again: Get back into 
your Club, give it your active sup- 
port and personal assistance. Get 
a new member, too. 


Let’s all of us do our share, plus 
a little more than our share, to 
keep the horse in the limelight he 
now enjoys. Best way to do this is 
through horse clubs, horse shows. 
rodees, trail rides and fairs. So 
here’s to bigger and better ones!

A bit far-fetched, 
maybe, but the 7-league steps that 
Dan Coates and Neal Garland have 
been taking in the promotion of 
the breed is something that will 
carve their names in the Appaloosa 
Hall of Fame. 

I saw more color and pageantry 
yesterday than I had ever seen 
before. The word went out in the 
North Texas area, and those huge 
erandstands of the Pan American 
Pavilion would have been com- 
pletely filled if the railbirds had 
taken seats. Appaloosa breeders 
from all over the nation were say- 
ing that here was the place to put 
the National Show in a permanent 
location. 

I guess the tremendous showing 
at the 1958 National in Kansas 
last August brought this out. 

Another factor is the increasing 
popularity of the Appaloosa. This 
breed is on the move and people 
of other breeds are taking notice. 
A number of my friends, who in 
the past have kidded the pants off 
me about this breed, were looking 
over the sixty-some stallions there 
at the Big D show. One was fast 
to admit that he was taking some 
of his mares to the court of an 
Appaloosa stallion. 

Three or four men with whom 
| talked are combing the brush in 
Mexico in their search for the 
spotted gold. One importer said 
that he was just waiting for the 
Rio Grande River to go down so 
that he could bring 30 head out. 
The Mexican people are going to

canos Loco. Why shouldn't they 
laugh at the crazy gringo who 
feeds his good horses to cats and 
dogs, then buys and imports Mex- 
ico’s culls?

Appaloosa Breeders Visit 


King Ranch 


By J. D. HIGH 


Through the thoughtfulness of 
Chester Pickle, a tour of the fam- 
ous fabulous King Ranch _head- 
quarters, personally conducted by 
Head Veterinarian D. J. K. North- 
way. was extended to the Appa- 
loosa group at the recent Alice, 
Texas, Show. The convoy will nev- 
er forget that thrilling occasion nor 
the enlightening information Dr. 
Northway gave on the care and 
training of horses. 

Dr. Northway showed six colts 
and three fillies of their famous 
Thoroughbred lines. pointing out 
their excellent conformation, giv- 
ing their bloodlines and telling of 
the achievements of their fami- 
lies. Colts are left on the pasture 
as long as possible and fillies about 
six weeks longer. In the opinion 
of King Ranch people, there is no 
substitute for sunshine and fresh 
grass for healthy horses. 

At the blacksmith’s shop we 
were shown how they care for the 
colts’ feet from the day they are 
brought in from the pasture, and 
the importance of this care was ex- 
plained to us. We also saw the 
beautiful all-weather track where 
the animals are exercised. 

Then we were shown through 
the stalls of their famous Thor- 
oughbred stallions and race horses, 
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including ASSAULT, the 7th 
horse to win the Triple Crown — 
Kentucky Derby, Peakness and 
Belmont. This famous racer is now 
retired on the Ranch. 

Each stallion has his private 
stall and large corral. with an al- 
ley between each corral so there is 
no chance for an accident. We 
were also shown some of their 
Quarter Horse stallions, all from 
the foundation stallion OLD SOR- 
REL, among which were the re- 
nowned HIRED HAND and Hired 
Hand’s CARDINAL. 


Our tour was concluded at the 
barn of the Santa Gertrudis cattle. 
This first distinctly North Ameri- 
can breed of bovine was developed 
by the King Ranch and accom- 


plished thru MONKEY, the out- 
standing individual sire of this 
famous breed. Santa Gertrudis 
cattle have proven the type of beef 
animal best suited for the condi- 
tions of South Texas and in recent 
years their use has spread over a 
wide area, including even such 
sub-tropical islands as Porto Rico.
